leaders Ip the finanoial world, Jt's
slze and the chamcter of its members

#irm stand in the presont crisis  and
bring an overwhelming influsnee to bosr
agnlnst the forees of disorder.

of the warlous rallroad companies are
those with engineering educations, and
it Is staled on godd anthority that sixty
per cont of the officials of the steel in-

Sueh is the demand for the man with
n teohnieal edueation that a writer in n
recent number of a national industrial
publication rofebs to him ns the “auto.
crat of the business world” meaning
that ha may commamnl almost any salary
within reason The same writer cites
